Mexican Forces Outnumbered Ameri­ 
cans and Called for Surrend er- 
Held at Bay Urftil Funston 
Sent Reinforcements, 


Washington, May 2.—A detachment 


of several hundred Mexican federals 


advanced on the waterworks outside 


ol \ era Cruz today and made an at­ 


tempt to destroy* the water supply of 
the city. 
A report from General Fun­ 
ston said that a few scattered shots 
vT ere fired at the American troops 
guarding the waterworks, but no one 
was killed 
or 
injured. 
Reinforce­ 
ments reached the scene, but were 
not needed. 


Secretary of W ar Garrison made 
public the dispatch 
from 
Funston 
which said that the federals first de­ 
manded the surrender of the works, 
which w'ere protected by two com­ 
panies of American marines. 
A detachment of Mexicans, five hun­ 
dred strong, appeared under a flag of 
truce, according 
to 
the 
dispatch, 
warned the American forces to with­ 
draw' or surrender the position with­ 
in ten minutes. 
An appeal for rein­ 
forcements was immediately made to 
Funston and additional troops were 
sent to protect the works. 
Meantime, however, a few' scatter­ 
ing shots were fired by tlv Mexicans, 
who retreated and disappeared when 
the reinforcements arrived. 
General Funston in his second dis­ 
patch advised the secretary of war 
that at 7 o’clock tonigh the Mexican 
troops no longer were in sight and 
that quiet prevailed. 
The 
Mexicans 
contented 
them­ 
selves with a scattering fire consists 
ing of not more than four or five 
shots at a range of fifteen hundred 
yards. 
Only one shot was fired from 
the lines of Americans commanded 
by Major Russell. 
The waterworks station is the fore­ 
most advanced post of he American 
lines. 
General orders have been giv­ 
en for the Americans not to assume 
the offensive and not to fire unless 
attacked. 
It is not regarded here that Gen. 
Maas, former federal commander at 
Vera Cruz, had any idea of attempt­ 
ing to retake the city, but he is tight­ 
ening his long irregular lines about 
the city, apparently in an effort to 
prevent the entrance from tile coun­ 
try districts of supplies.

Th* stable fly is regarded by the 
department of agriculture as a men­ 
ace. not-only to domestic animals, but 
to human beings, and this is the sea­ 
son of the year when means for ex­ 
terminating and controlling the pest 
should be adopted. 
In this connection J 
the department recommends* among 
other things, the liodfee fly trap, a sim­ 
ile, easily constructed contrivance, as 
one 
of

l e s in destroying the fly. 
The flies 
Tequently attack mankind, and during 
severe outbreaks m4n engage^ iii field 
work are often annoyed by them. 
*

im the southern part of the United 
States tho stable fly is a source of 
great danger to live stock, and to 
the welfare of the community practi­ 
cally throughout the year. 
In the 
Northwest the fly seldom becomes suf- 
iciently numerous to cause annoyance 
except during the latter part of the 
summer and early fall. 
The most se­ 
rious damage caused by the fly, how­ 
ever, is in ihe grain belt. 
Practically all warm-blooded 
ani­ 
mals are attacked by flies, while mules 
in general ‘seem to be more annoyed 
than an. other animals. 
Horses and 
cattle are severely attacked, while 
sheep and goats are prey for the Ty, 
which attacks them on all parts 
the body not protected by the wool, 
particularly the legs, and hogs are 
mbject to annoyance by the pest, es- 
>ecia!ly when they are in pasture. 
Trapping the Flies. 
The Hodge fly trap is designed so 
is to catch flies both as they attem pt 
0 enter and leave windows. 
It con­ 
sists, essentially, of a light wooden 


Work animals may be largely protect­ 
ed from the pest by means of cover­ 
ings. 
One type found very effective 
and inexpensive during an outbreak 
of the pest in Texas consisted of a 
blanket made of double thickness of 
burlap so avenged as completely to 
cover the back, sides and neck of the 
animal. 
The legs are then covered 
by means of old trousers slipped on 
over the feet and tied over the back 
Leather nets or strips or leather at­ 
tached to the bridje aid in keeping tht 
flies from the head. The ordinary fly 
net has proven of little value as if 
only tends to displace the flies tem ­ 
porarily.

TELLS OF CONDITION OF CROPS 


Very 
Little 
of 
Country 
Traversed 
Is as Up-to-Date as Pettis— A 
Live Bunch on Reaching 
His Destination.

My promise to “make a talk” at the 
annual banquet 
by

Chillicothe 
Chamber of Commerce on the night 
of April 30 necessitated a day-time 
trip in order to arrive on time.

retary of W ar Garrison directing that 


every one in the troublous Colorado 


mine district be disarm ed was a wise 
and prudent step and one th at *vili 
go a long way toward bringing about 
peace amopg the distracted people 
there. 
The secretary m akes it very clear 
that his order includes all—individ­ 
uals, firms, associations and corpora­ 
tions—and m eans that the only per 
sons th a t will be perm itted to carry 
arm s will be the troops themselves 
while Uncle Sam is in charge of af­ 
fairs. 
W ith this order rigidly carried out 
and with the stern rule always en­ 
forced by the regular army, there 
seems to be no reason to doubt that 
lawlessness, from 
whatever source, 
will very quickly cease, and both em ­ 
ployers and employes be in a position 
w here they can settle their differ­ 
ences in the only reasonable and logi­ 
cal way—arbitration, and soon resume 
those activities without whit r« both 
suffer beyonds words to express. 
The strikers say that they are will­ 
ing to obey the order of the w ar de­ 
partm ent and give up their arm s if 
they are assured that the other side

Jefferson City, Mo., May A - With 
state activity spreading inn. fields 
never dreamed of ten years ago come 
such useful and thoroughly active* de­ 
partments as the bureau of labor sta­ 
tistics, with authority’ so broad that 
it can write glowing press accounts 
of the resources of Missouri or help a 
lady* obtain a good servant girl. 
Among the branches doing a real 
service for struggling humanity are 
the free employment bureaus at St. 
Louis, Jxansas City and St. 
J o s e p h , 
which filled during the last year 11,- 
439 out of 16,063 applications for em­ 
ployment. 
Tu?re were PM37 appli­ 
cations for h e lp . 
“An eight-hour day, 
with 
decent 
treatment.” said Supervisor of Sta­ 
tistics Edmonston, as he waxed strong 
over the work. “will solve the ser­ 
vant problem. 
I believe factory work­ 
ers would prefer domestic service un­ 
der good conditions, but people must 
realize that a domestic is a human 
being. 
The worker iii a factory is 
free after working hours. 
When em­ 
ployers* of domestics readjust them­ 
selves to conditions the servant prob­ 
lem will disappear.” 
The bureaus are 
attempting 
to 
come into closer contact 
with 
the 
farmers and those seeking tabor on 
farms. 
The tendency is still city­ 
ward. 
The records here show that 
more than eleven 
hundred of the 
twelve hundred and fifty applicants 
for farm labor were placed last, year. 
Large numbers 
of 
harvest 
hands 
were also supplied in season. 
Farm­ 
ers in need of help are 
invited 
to 
make use of the service, with no 
cost to them. 
While 
most 
labor 
organizations 
have provisions for taking care of 
their own members when out of em­ 
ployment. the individual members of 
Hie unions frequently refer people to 
the bureaus .

Jefferson City, Mo., May 2 —Facts 
and figures on the influx of immi­ 
grant aliens into Missouri and de­ 
parture of emigrant aliens from the 
state during nineteen months ending 
February I. 1914, and on declarations 
of aliens anxious to become citizens 
and the final naturalization of other 
aliens during the year 1915, consti­ 
tute the contents of a statistical bul­ 
letin given publicity today by Com­ 
missioner John T. Fitzpatrick, of the 
bureau of labor statistics. 
Comparisons arc made between the 
influx and naturalization of aliens to 
show how rapidly 
immigrants 
be­ 
come citizens and thereby positively 
make it known that they are willing 
to obey the laws of the state and the 
nation, adopt and follow the customs 
of the land and otherwise make them­ 
selves generally useful inhabitants. 
Information the bureau of labor sta- 
tislics has indicates that immigrant 
Miens coming into Missouri, ai is the 
case in other states in recent years, 
are not making their first declaration 
of intentions of becoming citizens as 
rapidly as the influx did ten years 
ago and that applications f«»r final 
napers are also not as numerous in 
nroportion as formerly. 
This condi­ 
tion is attributed to a decided change 
in nationality, education and intelli­ 
gence of the aliens who are coming 
in, there being a decrease of those 
from England, Ireland, Scotland, Ger­ 
many, 
France, 
Switzerland. 
North 
Italy, 
Sweden, 
Norway, 
Denmark, 
Austria and one or two other coun­ 
tries of North Europe, 
and 
an 
in­ 
crease of those from South Europe. 
In 19 months, covering a period 
from June 30/ 1912. and ending Feb­ 
ruary I, 1914, 20,200 immigrants, men, 
women and children, entered ]>orts of 
‘he United Stifles with Missouri as 
♦heir direct destination . Of this num­ 
ber 11,504 came in during the fiscal 
vear ending June 20, 1913, and 8,296 
men, women nnd children, during the 
dx months from July I, 1913. to Jan­ 
uary I, 1914. 
In the month of Jan­ 
uary, 1911, the influx was HOO. 
During the same months 4,421 emi­ 
grant. nTleits, men, women and chil* 
Iren, departed from United States sea 
oorts after they had made Missouri 
Ti clr home for a short time, 
Tn the 
fiscal year ending June 20, 1913, 3,- 
386 departed and in the six months 
from July I, 1913, to January I, 1914, 
1,733. 
During January, 1914, the out­ 
flow was 302. 
For the 1913 twelve 
months 
in 
eight federal courts in Missouri and 
ninety-nine state courts, 2,494 male 
aliens, over 21, filed their intention 
of becoming citizens and 1.401 filer! 
netitions 
for 
final 
naturalization. 
Combined these two forces represent 
3,895 aliens. 
According to figures of Supervisor 
of Statistics A. T. Edmonston, of the 
bureau of labor statistics, in eight 
years 104.603 immigrants have en­ 
tered United States sea ports with 
Missouri as their direct destination. 
When averaged this influx r.mounts 
to 13,075 a year, of which one-third 
are women and children, a class of 
aliens not subject to citizenship. This 
deduction indicates that 9,717 of the 
yearly 
incoming 
immigrants 
were 
male. 
Liberally allowing for males 
under IG who become citizens when 
their fathers are naturalized, statis­ 
tics indicate that only half of the in­ 
coming aliens of late years have be­ 
come citizens. 
A conclusion which can be drawn 
is that a certain class of aliens only 
come to this country to accumulate a 
small sum of money and when they 
have it return to their native lands 
to live on a small farm in ease the 
balance of their days. 
In 1913 the state courts of Mis­ 
souri issued 1.289 certificates of nat­ 
uralization. 
The rejections total 212, 
the percentage of denials being 19.49.
